Democrats, repeating the old plea for 
a non-partisan city government, use ar­ 
guments which it never occurs to them 
to apply to the townships in which they 
have control. 
Washington and Walk er townships 
have had Democratic trustees contin­ 
uously for many years. 
If “ Rushviile 
will not be benefited by passing under 
the control of any political party,” in 
what way are these townships benefited 
by remaining under the control of one 
political party generation after genera 
tion ? What arguments can be advanced 
in the case of the city which would not 
apply to the townships? 
If a genuine c >ncern for the best in­ 
terests of the public prompts the exhor­ 
tations to k eep the city government out 
of politics, why is there never a sign of 
it to rescue the two townships n^m< 1 
from party control ? Consistency seems 
to demand that much, to say nothing of 
any higher motive. 
In close townships, where any chance 
offers to slip in Democratic officials, 
there is no pretense of solicitude for 
non-partisan control of affairs. Straight 
Democratic tick ets are run. and Repub­ 
lican defeat is not hailed n a step in 
the direction of “ k eeping the township 
* lairs out of politi 
but is rejoiced 
over as a Democratic victory. 
For ex­ 
ample, Orange township is claimed as 
“ a clear gain for the Democrats.” 
The show of anxiety to k eep Rusk - 
ville’s government non-partisan is a 
hypocritical pretense.

the false plea of k eeping city affairs out 
of politics, their function is to put Dem­ 
ocrats into oity offices.

The Connersville Pipe Line Co. ’s first 
well, which was drilled on Benj. Foust's 
farm, near Carthage, strnck a strong 
vein of salt water at a depth of 260 feet, 
last Saturday. 
The well is an intermit­ 
ting artesian one, the water being dis­ 
charged at intervals. 
J. M. Stevens, 
Deputy County Clerk , who was at Car 
thage, visited the well, and brought a 
large bottle of the water to town Mon­ 
day. 
It is intensely salt, lik e brine, but 
leaves a bitter taste in the mouth. 
An 
ounce of the water was evaporated by 
R. W. Cox, druggist, leaving a whitish- 
yellow salt in the proportion of 10 ounces 
to a gallon of the water. 
This salt has 
an alk aline flavor and bites the tongue 
sharply. No analysis has yet been made 
of the water, so far as we k now ; but it 
smells and tastes bad enough to furnish 
the basis for a “ health resort.”

Chaiineey M. Depew Has Some­ 
thing to Say on the Problem. 


He Thinks Ed ucation and Sav­ 
ing s Banks Would Solve It. 


H ow th e C hurch in th e South M ig ht Lefld 
a H elp in g H and in th e G reat W ork—The 
P la ce for H o m e-S eek ers—E x tra ct from 
m Speech M ade B efore an A lu m n i Asao- 
cia tlo n in N ew Y ork City . 
N ew Y ork , April 21.—Chauncey M. 
Depew presided at the regular monthly 
meeting of the New York Association of 
the Yale Alumni, at Delmonico’s, and 
made an improm ptu speech upon the 
south, touching upon some of the things 
he had seen during his recent trip to 
Florida. 
In discussing the race problem 
he said education 
and accum ulation 
would solve it, as it would remedy the 
evils of New York city ’s bad govern­ 
ment. 
There are in New York, he 
thought, 100,000 person* as ignorant and 
illiterate as any negroes in the south. 
He heard more about Sherm an’s m arch 
to the sea and the Battle of Loo kout 
Mountain during his trip than any thing 
else. 
Sherm ans m arch, he believed, 
will live longer in the memories of the 
people of the south than any other ac­ 
complishment of the civil war. 
in relation to the negro question, Mr. 
Depew said: 
“ The negro is not badly treated in the 
south so far as hi* phy sical relation to 
the com m unity in w hich he lives is con­ 
cerned. 
If he leaves politics alone lie is 
treated probably better than he is here, 
because he has opportunities in the south 
w hich he has not nere. 
One of the sad­ 
dest things that happen to me are visits 
of educated negroes to m y office, w ho 
come to me com plaining that there is 
nothing for an educated negro to do in 
New York. 
There is a large section in 
the south who say , ‘solve the race prob­ 
lem by picking the whole population up 
and carry them to the islands of the sea, 
to Central A m erica, to A frica.’ 
But 
the more intelligent southern people— 
the ones not moved by theories or by 
*ny 
speculation, 
but 
who 
are 
facing 
the 
problem 
of 
the 
de­ 
velopm ent of their state—say the ne­ 
groes m ust stay . 
E ight-tenths of the 
com m unity say , ‘W e cannot get along 
w ithout tfiem ,’ and then the question 
comes w hich nine-tenths don’t know 
how to solve; ‘how to get along w ith 
them .’ 
The tw o forces which seem to 
be w orking—and they are the only tw o 
w hich are w orking—for any solution of 
the question, are education and the ac- 
S 
unfit ion of 
property . 
Education is 
apidly solving the problem in the wav 
and at the same time throwing difficul­ 
ties in another way . 
Supplement educa­ 
tion with the church—and the negro is 
immensely susceptible to Christian influ­ 
ence—ana force upon him moral influ­ 
ences which come from the sentim ent of 
the community which sits down upon 
and frowns upon any thing not of a high 
moral character, and add to that the ac­ 
quisition of property , and wherever that 
exists I And the problem solved. 
“ A man with $5,000 can go to the leg­ 
islature and sit in the municipal council. 
oounc 
They are happy to nave him "do i t Tin 
have confidence in hip. 
But th 
culty is in accum ulating money , for in 
money m atters the negro trusts nobody . 
I believe it to be the imperative duty of 
this governm ent to establish a postal 
savings bank in every postoffice in the 
south. 
[Applause.] 
1 believe that a 
sy stem with a provision for interest to 
enoourage to deposits should be form u­ 
lated, so that the negro of the south who 
has $1 will, instead 
of going w ithout 
work until that dollar is spent, deposit it 
in a savings bank and redouble his work 
to get ano ner dollar to add to it. 
[Ap­ 
plause. | 
In closing Mr. Depew said: 
“ The net 
result of this visit to the south, to m y 
m ind is just this, that the south is the 
bonanza of the future. 
W e have devel­ 
oped all the great and sudden oppoituni- 
ties for w ealth, or most of tnem , in 
our northw estern states, and on the P a ­ 
cific slope. 
B ut here, I say vast coun­ 
try , w ith the best clim ate in the world, 
w ith conditions of health w hich are ab­ 
solutely unparalleled, w ith vast forests 
untouched, w ith enorm ous veins of coal 
and iron, w hich have not know n a n y ­ 
thing bey onri their original conditions, 
w ith soil, that under proper cultivation, 
for little capital, can support a trem en­ 
dous population; w ith conditions in the 
atim» sphere for com fortable living, w in­ 
ter and sum m er, w hich exist now here 
else in the country ; and that is to be the 
attraction for the y oung men, who, 
going out from the farm s to seek other 
farm s, and in the settlem ent not by im ­ 
m igration from abroad—for I do not 
think that that will go that w ay —but by 
the internal im m igration from our own 
country it is to become in tim e, and in 
our tim e, as prosperous as any other seo- 
tion of the country , and as prosperous 
by a purely A m erican developm ent.” 
[Loud and prolonged cheers.]

REVISION. 


Actio n o f the Whitewater Presby tery o n this 
Subject. 


The Committee on Revision’s r epor t to the 
Pr esbyter y in session at New Castle, Apr il 
8, 1890, which after discussion, was adopted, 
is as follows : 
“ 
Your committee, having r eceived com­ 
munications fr om the major ity of the mem­ 
ber s of Pr esbyter y, find that the sentiment is 
not favor able to a r evision of our doctr inal 
system, but it does favor such changes as 
will mor e clear ly expr ess the doctr ines ther e­ 
in set for th, and lemove any just gr ound of 
cr iticism or misappr ehension. 
Having can­ 
vassed the subject, they beg leave to offer , 
as the r esult of their wor k, the following r e­ 
por t : 
“ 
To the fir st over tur e— ‘Do you desir e a 
r evision of the Confession of Faith?’ 
We 
would r ecommend the answer yes, pr ovided 
that the integr ity of the system of doctr ine 
contained in our Confession of Faith be left 
unimpair ed; and we would offer for this 
affir mative answer the following r easons, viz : 
1. 
“ 
Because the desir e for r evision is 
impelled, not so much by difficulties that 
ar e felt in holding it, but by a desir e to ex­ 
pr ess the doctr ines in language less liable to 
be misunder stood. 
2. 
“ 
Because the desir e for the r evision is 
not the r esult of disloyalty to the standar ds, 
but r ather an evidence of loyalty to ‘the sys­ 
tem of doctr ine’ contained in our next Con­ 
fession of Faith. 
3. 
“ 
We favor it in or der that it may be 
confor med to moder n for ms of statement, and 
also for the elimination of seemingly har sh 
or easily misunder stood phr aseology. 
4. 
“ 
That the love of God set for th in 
the gospel should r eceive equal emphasis 
with the doctr ine of the divine justice, and 
be br ought into closer r elation ther ewith.” 
To the second over tur e we would r ecom­ 
mend the answer that we pr efer to leave 
lar ge discr etion to the Assembly and to such 
committee on r evision as the affir mative 
answer of the fir st question will call for ; but 
would suggest changes in the following 
chapter s and sections: 
1. 
“ 
That Chapter III, Sections 2-8 in­ 
clusively, of the Confession, be r evised 
so 
that the doctr ines which it contains may be 
set for th in mor e scr iptur al language and 
such as will emphasize human r esponsibility 
and the love of God for all men. 
2. 
“ 
That Chapter V I, Section 4 
, be r e­ 
vised so that while the malignity of the cor ­ 
r uption of our natur e in or ignal sin, in so 
far as all spir itual power s and wor ks ar e con­ 
cer ned, be set for th, yet the natur al vir tues 
which we see exemplified even among the 
heathen may not seem to stand in the same 
condemnation. 
3. 
“ 
That Chapter V II, Section 4, be r e­ 
vised so that the wor d fr equently, disappear , 
inasmuch as ther e is but one place in the 
scr iptur es in which the wor d testament is 
used in the sense intended by the 
Confes­ 
sion, viz : Heb. IX 15-17. 
4. 
“ 
That Chapter X, Section 3, be so 
r evised that it will r ead : ‘All per sons dying 
in infancy, and all other per sons, who fr om 
bir th to death ar e incapable of being out­ 
war dly called by the ministr y of the wor d,’ 
ar e r egener ated and saved by Chr ist, thr ough 
the spir it ‘who wor keth when and how he 
pleaseth.’ 
W e would fur ther r ecommend 
that Section 4 of the same chapter be so r e­ 
vised that the oper ations of the Holy Spir it, 
‘who wor keth when and wher e and how he 
pie. seth,’ be not limited by the pr ofession 
of the Chr istian r eligion, or of necessity by 
a knowledge of the tr uths of that r eligion. 
5. 
“ 
Chapter X V , Section 4, has 
the 
wor d 
‘damnation* 
used twice. 
For the 


fir st, we would substitute punishment, and 
for the second, final condemnation, as this 
would maintain 
the doctr ine taught with 
equal tr uth and plainness. 
6. 
“ 
In Chapter X X V , Section 1, four th 
line, supply after Chr ist the wor ds, «who is 
the supr eme and only,’ so that it will r ead : 
‘The Catholic or univer sal chur ch, which is 
invisible, consists of the whole number of 
the elect that have been, ar e, or shall be 
gather ed into one, under Chr ist, who is the 
supr eme and only head ther eof; and is the 
spouse, the body, the fullness of him that 
filleth all in all.’ 
Then omit the 6th or last 
section, which calls the Pope ‘ that antichr ist, 
that man of sin.’ 
7. 
“ 
We would r ecommend that Chapter 
X X X IX , Section 1, be so r evised that wher e 
the ‘ Lor d’s Supper ’ is said to be obligator y 
to the end of the wor ld, the mor e scr iptur al 
idea be substituted v iz : ‘That it should con­ 
tinue until Chr ist comes again.” 
8. 
“ 
That Chapter X X X , Section 2, be 
so r evised that the power of the keys ther e 
committed to the ministr y accor ding to 
scr iptur e teaching be plainly set for th as only 
minister ial and declar ative.” 
The above was pr oper ly a compr omise 
action— as it does not fully and completely 
indicate the views of either the committee 
or member s of Pr esbyter y, but was adopted 
as indicating the lines along which r evision 
was desir ed, if any was to be made. 


The New Yor k Independent of last week 
has r etur ns of the vote of 126 Pr esbyter ies 
of the Pr esbyter ian Chur ch on r evision of 
the Confession of Faith. 
They show that 
82 Pr esbyter ies have voted in favor of r evis­ 
ion, 40 against r evision, and 4 have r efused 
to vote. 
Ther e ar e yet 86 Pr esbyter ies to 
be hear d fr om, and the indications ar e, says 
the Independent, that the vote in favor of 
r evision will be near ly if not quite two-thir ds 
of all the Pr esbyter ies. 


American o r British Tariff—Which? 


[ American Pro tectiv e Tariff Leag ue.] 
As so much o f inspiratio n and material aid 
in behalf o f a chang e in o ur tariff po licy co mes 
fro m Great Britain, a co mpariso n o f what we 
no w hav e with what we are o ffered in its 
stead is likely to pro v e interesting . Fo r it 
must be remembered that the theo retical 
free trader’s dream o f untrammaled co m­ 
merce is a lo ng way fro m realizatio n, ev en in 
Eng land. The co ld fact that mo ney is re­ 
quired fo r running a g o v ernment, and that 
co mmerce may v ery pro perly be called o n to 
co ntribute its quo ta, has rendered it neces­ 
sary to keep o n the British tariff schedule a 
list o f articles fro m which rev enue is deriv ed, 
amo unting to 110 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 annually . 
Great Britain co llects by tariff abo ut the 
same amo unt o f mo ney per head o f po pula­ 
tio n that the United States do es. But with 
this the parallel ceases, fo r the first British 
tariff enumerates o nly so me twenty articles, 
while o urs names abo ut three hundred. 
The British tariff is “ fo r rev enue o nly ,” and 
is laid indiscriminately ag ainst articles o f 
necessity and lux ury , while the tariff o f this 
co untry seeks rev enue and pro tectio n to do ­ 
mestic industries at the same time. There a 
ro und duty is placed o n tea and co ffee, while 
here bo th are admitted free. In so me y ears 
the British rev enue fro m impo rts o f tea, co f­ 
fee, fruits and o ther table necessaries has 
equalled eig hty per cent, o f the amo unt co l­ 
lected fro m impo rted liquo rs o f all kinds. 
If the Britith duty o f 12 cents per po und o n 
tea, and 3,H cents per po und o n co ffee had 
been lev ied by the United States o n the 
quantity impo rted in 1889, the ag g g reg ate 
wo uld hav e 
been 
o v er $26 ,00O,ux ). 
Tnis 
is mo re than was co llected in 1888 fro m all 
impo rts o f iro n and steel, including tin plates; 
and o nly 2 0 per cent, sho rt o f the amo unt 
co llected fro m all kinds o f wo o len g o o ds, car­ 
pets included, fo r the same y ear. 
Here we g et a g limpse at practical results 
under a “ rev enue o nly ” tariff as wro ug ht o ut 
by the natio n that no w o ccupies the unique 
relatio n o f spo nso r and beneficiary o f tariff 
refo rm in the United States. And the ques­ 
tio n is, what do v o ters think o f a refo rm that 
pro po ses to transfer iro n and steel to the free 
list and put a heav y tariff o n tea and co ffee 
by way o f o ffset? 


Farmers’ Club. 


The Farmers’ Asso ciatio n met in reg­ 
u lar sessio n , in the co u rt ro o m, Ap ril 
1 9th, at 1 p . m. The Secretary bein g 
n o t p resen t, the read in g o f the min u tes 
was d eferred to a later ho u r. 
Pro f. Batler then ro se an d read his 
p ap er o n “ The ben efits accru in g to 
Ru sh co u n ty fro m the establishmen t o f 
a No rmal Scho o l.” Pro f. Bu tler treated 
the su bject carefu lly , in telligen tly , an d 
fu lly satisfy in g all his hearers that the 
establishmen t o f a No rmal Scho o l in 
Ru shv ille was frau ght with ben efits 
that c^u ld n o t be estimated in regard to 
the fu tu re welfare o f thia co u n ty .

CHRIST THE ALL POWERFUL SUR­ 
GEON OF THE WORLD. 


A n E loq u en t D iscou rse P re ac he d in B rook ­ 
lyn Su nday E vening, A pril 20—No P hy­ 
sician b u t Je su s Can H eal the H u m an 


Sou l T ha t Is Sick of Sin. 


B r ookl yn 
, April 20.—The au diences 
Dr. Talmage has had on Su nday even­ 
ings, since the b u rning of the Tab er­ 
nacle drove his congregation to the 
shelter of the Academy of Mu sic, have 
b een 
something phenomenal. 
This 
evening the spaciou s b u ilding was 
filled in every part- The popu lar 
preacher discou rsed on the profession 
of healing. His text was Mattiiew xi, 5: 
“The b lind receive their sight, and the 
lame walk, the lepers are cleansed, 
and the deaf hear.” 
He said: 
THE MERCIFUL ART OF THE SURGEON. 
“Doctor,” I said to a distingu ished 
su rgeon, “do you not get worn ou t 
with 
constantly 
seeing 
so many 
wou nds and b roken b ones and distor­ 
tions of the hu man b ody?” “Oh, no,” 
he answered, “all that is overcome 
b y my joy in cu ring them .” 
A su b - 
limer or more mercifu l art never cam6 
down from heaven than the art of su r­ 
gery. Catastrophe and disease entered 
the* earth so early that one of the first 
wants of the world was a doctor. Ou r 
crippled and agonized 
hu m an race 
called for su rgeon and family phy­ 
sician for many years b efore they 
came. 
The first su rgeons who an­ 
swered this call were ministers of re­ 
ligion, namely, the Egyptian priests. 
And what a grand thing if all clergy­ 
men were also doctors, all D. D.’s 
were M. D.’s, for there are so many 
cases where b ody and sou l need treat­ 
ment at the same time, consolation and 
medicine, theology and therapeu tics. 
As the first su rgeons of the world were 
also ministers of religion, may these 
two professions always b e in fu ll 
sympathy! 
Bu t u nder what disad­ 
vantages the early su rgeons worked, 
from the fact that the dissection of the 
hu man b ody was forb idden, first b y 
the pagans and then b y the early 
Christians! 
Apes, b eing the b ru tes 
most like the hu man race, were dis­ 
sected, b u t no hu man b ody might b e 
u nfolded for physiological and ana­ 
tomical exploration, and the su rgeons 
had to gu ess what was inside the tem­ 
ple b y looking at the ou tside of it. 
If 
they failed in any su rgical operation 
they were persecu ted and driven ou t 
of the city, as was Archagathu s b e­ 
cau se of his b old b u t u nsu ccessfu l at­ 
tempt to save a patient. 
Bu t the world from the very b egin­ 
ning kept calling for su rgeons, and 
their first skill is spoken of in Genesis, 
where they employed their art for 
the incisions of a sacred rite, God mak­ 
ing su rgery the predecessor of b ap­ 
tism; and we see it again II Kings, 
where Ahaziah, the monarch, stepped 
on some cracked lattice work in the 
palace, and it b roke, and he fell from 
the u pper to the lower floor, and he 
was 
so 
hu rt 
that 
he sent 
to 
the village of Ekron for aid; and 
Escu l&piu s, who wrou ght su ch won­ 
ders ol su rgery that he was deified, 
and temples were b u ilt for his worship 
at Pergamos; and Epidau ru s and Po- 
deliriu s introdu ced for the relief of the 
world phleb otomy; and Damocedes 
cu red the dislocated ankle of King Da­ 
riu s, and the cancer of his au een; and 
Hippocrates pu t su ccessfu l hand on 
fractu res, ana introdu ced am pu tation; 
and Praxagoras removed ob stru ctions; 
and HerojHiilu s b egan dissection; and 
Erasistratu s removed tu mors; and 
Celsu s, the Roman su rgeon, removed 
cataract from the eye, and u sed the 
Spanish fly; and Heliodoru s arrested 
disease of the throat; and Alexander, of 
Tralles, treated the eye; and Rhazas 
cau terized for the prevention of hy­ 
drophob ia; and Percival Pott came 
to comb at diseases of the spine; and 
in ou r own centu ry we have had a 
Rou x and a Larray 111 France, an Ast- 
ley Cooper and an Ab ernethy in Great 
Britain, and a Valentine Mott and 
W illard Parker and Samu el D. Gross 
in America, and a galaxy of living 
su rgeons as b rilliant as their predeces­ 
sors. 
W hat mighty progress in the 
b affling of disease since the cnppled 
and sick of ancient cities were laid 
along the streets, that people who had 
ever b een hu rt or disordered in the 
same wav m ight su ggest what had b et­ 
ter b e done lor the patients; and the 
priests of olden time, who were con­ 
stantly su ffering from colds received 
in walking b arefoot over the temple 
pavements, had to prescrib e for them ­ 
selves, and fractu res were considered 
so far b eyond all hu man cu re that in­ 
stead of calling in the su rgeons the 
people only invoked the gods! 
THE PAINLESS SURGERY OF JESUS. 
Bu t notwithstanding all the su rgical 
and medical skill of the world, with 
what tenacity the old diseases hang on 
to the hu m an race, and most of them 
are thou sands of years old, and in ou r 
Bib les we 
read of them : the car- 


Jackson, with their amazing geniu s, 
came on, and with their anaesthetics 
b enu mb ed the patient with narcotics 
and ethers as the ancients did with 
hasheesh and mandrake, and qu ieted 
him for awhile, b u t at the retu rn of 
consciou sness distress retu rned. 
The 
world has never seen b u t one su rgeon 
who cou ld straighten the crooked limb , 
cu re the b lind eye, or reconstru ct the 
dru m of a sou ndless ear, or redu ce a 
dropsy, withou t any pain at the time, 
or any pain after, and that su rgeon 
was Jesu s Christ, the m ightiest grand­ 
est, gentlest and most sympathetic su r­ 
geon the world ever saw or ever will 
see; and he deserves the confidence 
and love and worship and hosanna of 
all the earth, and hallelu jahs of all 
heaven. 
“Tlie b lind receive their 
sight, and the lame w alk; the lepers 
are cleansed, and the deaf hear ” 
HE PREFERS CHRONIC CASES. 
I notice this Su rgeon had a fondness 
for chronic cases. 
Many a su rgeon, 
when he has had a patient b rou ght to 
him, has said: “ W hy was not this at­ 
tended to five years ago? You b ring 
him to me after all power of recu pera­ 
tion is gone. 
You have waited u ntil 
there is a complete contraction of the 
mu scles, and false ligatu res are formed, 
and ossification has taken place. 
It 
to have b een attended to long 
Bu t Christ the Su rgeon seemed 
ou ght 
ago. 
to prefer inveterate cases. 
One was a 
hemorrhage of twelve years, and he 
stopped it. 
Anothei was a cu rvatu re 
of eighteen years, and he straightened 
of thirty- 
ou t well. 
it. 
Another was a cripple 
walked 


b u ncles of Job and Hezekiah; the pal­ 
pitation of the heart spoken oi in 
Deu teronomy; the su nstroke of a child 
carried from the fields of Shu nem, 
crying. “My head! my head!” King 
Asa's disease of the feet, which was 
nothing b u t gou t; defection of teeth, 
that called for dental su rgery, the 
skill of which, qu ite equ al to anytli& g 
modern, is still seen in the filled mo­ 
lars of the u nrolled Egyptian mu m­ 
mies; the ophthalmia cau sed b y the 
ju ice of the newly ripe fig, leaving 
the people b lind at the roadside; epi­ 
lepsy, as in the case of the you ng man 
often falling into the tire, and oft into 
the w ater; hypochondria, as of Neb u ­ 
chadnezzar, who imagined himself an 
ox, and going ou t to the fields to pas­ 
tu re; the withered hand, which in 
Bib le times, as now, came from the 
destru ction of the main artery, or from 
paralysis of the chief nerve; the 
wou nds of the man whom the thieves 
left for dead on the road to Jericho, 
and whom the good Samaritan nu rsed, 
pou ring in oil and wine—wine to 
cleanse the wou nd, and oil to soothe 
it. 
Thank God for what su rgery has 
done for the alleviation and cu re of 
hu man su ffering. 
But the wo rld wanted a surg ery 
witho ut pain. 
Dra. Parre and Hick- 
nd Simpso n and Warner and 
man ai 


eight years, and he 
The eighteen year patient was a wo­ 
man b ent almost dou b le. If you cou ld 
call a convention of all the su rgeons 
of all the centu ries, their comb ined 
skill cou ld not cu re that b ody so drawn 
ou t of shape. 
Perhaps they m ight stop it from get­ 
ting any worse, perhaps they might 
contrive b races b y which she might 
b e made more comfortab le, b u t it is, 
hu m anly speaking, incu rab le. Yet this 
divine Su rgeon pu t b oth his b au ds on 
her, and from that dou b led u p postu re 
she b egan to rise, and the empu rpled 
face b egan to take on a healthier hu e, 
and the mu scles b egan to relax from 
their rigidity, and the spinal colu mn 
b egan to adju st itself, anu the cords of 
the neck b egan to b e more su pple, and 
the eyes that cou ld see only the grou nd 
b efore now looked into the face of 
Christ with gratitu de and u p toward 
heaven in transport. Straight! After 
eighteen weary and exhau stive years, 
straight! The poise, the gracefu lness, 
the b eau ty of healthy womanhood re­ 
instated. 
The thirty-eight years' case was a 
man who lay on a mattress near the 
mineral b aths at Jeru salem. 
There 
were five apartments where lame peo­ 
ple were b rou ght, so that they cou ld 
S 
t the advantage of these mineral 
tlis. 
The stone b asin of the b ath is 
still visib le, althou gh the waters have 
disappeared, prob ab ly throu gh some 
convu lsion or natu re, the b ath, one 
hu ndred and twenty feet long, forty 
feet wide and eight feet deep. 
Ah, 
px>r m an ; if you liave b een lame and 
helpless thirty-eight years, that m in­ 
eral b ath cannot restore you . 
W hy, 
thirty-eight years is more than the 
average of hu man life! 
Nothing b u t 
the grave will cu re vou . 
Bu t Christ 
the Su rgeon walks along these b aths, 
and I nave no dou b t passes b y some 
patients who have b een only six 
mou ths disordered, or a year, or five 
years, and comes to the mattress of 
the man who had b een nearly fou r 
decades helpless, and to this thirty- 
eight years'invalid said: “ W ilt thou 
b e made whole?” 
The qu estion asked, not b ecau se the 
Su rgeon did not u nderstand the pro- 
tac ted ness, the desperateness of the 
case, b u t to evoke the m an’s pathetic j 
narrative. “W iltthou b e made whole?” ‘ 
“W ou ld you like to get well?” 
“Oh 
yes,” says the man, “that is what I 
came to these mineral b aths for; I have 
tried everything. 
All the su rgeons 
have failed, and all the prescriptions 
have proved valu eless, and I have got 
worse and worse, and I can neither 
move hand or foot or head. 
Oh, if I 
cou ld only b e free from this pain of 
thirty-eight years!” Christ the Su r­ 
geon cou ld not stand that. 
Bending 
over the man on the mattress, and in 
a voice tender with all sympathy, b u t 
strong with all omnipotence, he says, 
“ Rise!” 
And the invalid instantly 
scramb les to his knees, and then pu ts 
ou t his right foot, then his left foot, 
and then stood u pright as thou gh he 
had never b een prostrated. 
W hile he 
stands looking at the doctor with a 
jov too mu ch to hold, the doctor says: 
“Shou lder this mattress! for you are 
not only well enou gh to walk, b u t 
well enou gh to work, and start ou t 
from these mineral b aths. 
Take u p 
thy b ed and w alk!” Oh what a Bu r­ 
geon for chronic cases then, and for 
chronic cases now ! 
ABLE TO GIVE IMMORTAL HEALTH. 
This is not applicab le so mu ch to 
those who are only a little hu rt of sin, 
and only for a short time, b u t to those 
prostrated of sin twelve years eighteen 
years, thirty-eight years. 
Here is a 
Su rgeon ab le to give immortal health. 
“Oh,” you say, “ I am so completely 
overthrow n and trampled down of sin 
that I cannot rise. ” 
Are you flatter

Not cases of acu te sin, b u t 
of chronic sin—those who have not 
prayed for thirty-eight years, those 
who have not b een tochu rch for thirty- 
light years, those who have b een 
gamb lers, or lib ertines, or thieves, or 
ou tlawsl or b lasphemers, or infidels, 
or atheists, or all these together, for 
thirty-eight years.

A Christ for a dead lift! 
A 
u rgeon who never loses a case! 
TILL HE TOUCHES OUR EYES WE ARE 
ALL BUND. 
That is the ocu list we all need. 
Till 
he tou ches ou r eyes we are b lind. Yea, 
we were b orn b lind. 
By natu re we 
see things wrong if we see them at a ll 
Ou r b est eternal interests are pu t b e­ 
fore u s and we cannot see them. 
The 
glories of a loving and pardoning 
irist are projected, and we do not 
b ehold them. 
Or we have a defective 
sight which makes the things of this 
wo rld larg er than the thing s o f th e 
, 
fu tu re, time b igger thflA eternity. Or j 


we are color b lind, and cannot see the 
difference b etween the b lackness of 
darkness forever and the roseate morn­ 
ing of an everlasting day. 
Bu t Christ 
the Su rgeon comes in, and thou gh we 
shrink b ack, afraid to have him tou ch 
u s, yet he pu ts his fingers on the closod 
eyelids of the sou l, and m idnight b e­ 
comes mid-noon; and we u nderstand 
something of the joy of the you ng man 
of the Bib le, who, thou gh he had 
never b efore b een ab le to see his hand 
b efore his face, now, b y the tou ch of 
Christ, had two headlights kindled 
u nder his b row, cried ou t in langu age 
that confou nded the jeering crowd 
who were deriding the Christ that had 
effected the cu re, and wanted to make 
him ou t a b ad man, “W hether he b e a 
sinner or no, I know not ; one thing I 
know, that whereas I was b lind, now 
I see.”

Many have b oth ears 
damaged, and what with the cou stant 
racket of ou r great cities and the ca­ 
tarrhal trou b les that sweep throu gh 
the land, it is remarkab le that there 
are any good ears at all. 
Most won­ 
derfu l instru m ent is the hu man ear. 
It is harp and dru m and telegraph and 
telephone and whispering gallery all 
in one. 
So delicate and wondrou s is 
its constru ction that the most difficu lt 
of all things to reconstru ct is the au ­ 
ditory apparatu s. 
The mightiest of 
scientists nave pu t their skill to its re­ 
tu rning, and sometimes they stop the 
progress of its decadence, or remove 
temporary ob stru ctions, b u t not more 
than one really deaf ear ou t of a hu n­ 
dred thou sand is ever cu red. 
It took 
a God to make the ear, and it takes a 
God to mend it. 
That makes me cu ri­ 
ou s to see how Christ the su rgeon su c­ 
ceeds as an au rist. 
W e are told of only two cases he op­ 
erated 011 as an ear su rgeon.

He cou ld not call father or 
mother or wife or children b y name. 
W hat power can waken that du ll 
tympanu m or reach that chain of small 
b ones or revive that au ditory nerve or 
open the rate b etween the b rain and 
the ou taiae world? The Su rgeon pu t 
his fingers in the deaf ears and agi­ 
tated them, and kept on agitating

And if he tou ches u s not we shall b e 
deaf as a rock and du mb as a tomb .

Do not think that the cases he 
took were all moneyless. 
Did he not 
treat the nob leman’s son? Did he not 
doctor the ru ler’s dau ghter? Did he 
not effect a cu re in the hou se of a cen­ 
tu rion of great wealth, who had ou t of 
his own pocket b u ilt a synagogu e? 
They wou ld have paid him large fees 
if he had demanded them, ana there 
were hu ndreds of wealthy peopie in 
Jeru salem, and among the merchant 
castles along Lake Tib erias, who wou ld 
have given this Su rgeon hou ses and 
lands and all they had for su ch cu res
